Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: The reconsideration after final has been thoroughly studied by this examiner. However, it does not place 
the application for allowance after final action because: 

Current parent Claim 1 and its dependent Claims 2-29 and 31 are not further amended at all, they are thereby still fundamentally 
covered by those arguments discussed in the final office action. However, the examiner has recognized at least three key points from 
pages 7-10 (particularly on Applicants' summary of page 9) of Remarks regarding agitating or masticating step so as to obtain free flowing 
powder as specified. 

First, the Examiner understands that Applicants' agitaing or masticating step is critical to produce a free flowing powder, which is 
comprised of particles that include chemical agent in crystalline form which are associated with polymer. A search is needed to see any 
difference is existed between traditional powder and free flowing powder. Examiner will need to check Applicants' presentation on page 
9 of Remarks to see how is free flowing powder is produced. 

Second, Applicants point out at top paragraph in page 8 of Remarks that the combining and permitting steps might be performed in 
sequence or at the same time, while the permitting and agitating or masticating steps can be also performed in sequence or at 
overlapping times. Such a combination on steps may be essential and critical in effectively obtaining Applicants' free flowing powder. 
However, it may not be included in the scope of "comprising the steps of on parent Claim 1 . 

Third, Applicants argue that each of Daly and Mandel does not disclose every element of the claimed limitation in 102 rejection (see 
bottom paragraph in page 8 of Remarks). A close check is need to be sure both 102/103 rejections cannot stand in this regard. A 
further seach is also needed to be sure no pure 103 rejection. 

In summary, a new consideration and search is thereby required to be sure of all the above three questions being throughly 
answered. 
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
